Ag most people know, variation ‘in 
conductivity is the basic principle 
underlying the telephone, ‘It. is 
proposed, therefore, {to ' prepare 
strips of paper printed in symbols 
corresponding, for exaniple, to the 
Morse dot-anid-dash system. Such 
printed strips can then'be used, by 
means of simple ‘electrical ap- 
paratus, to make and break con- 
tacts so as to sound a bell ora 
buzzer, so that.a blind ~ person 
familiar “with telegraphy ,, could 
iterally hear the printers’ ink talks, 
ing to him.—The Literary Digest.

" ‘Following our article last Friday 
in connection with that aspect of 
the Rents Amendment Ordinance 
1924, which goveyns the appeal of 
house owners to the Governor for 
permission to reconstruct, we have 
received details of another applica- 
tion the basic points of which are 
given below. , :
